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The Search Continues 
- Will Broome Find President?

The search for the new 
B.C.C. President is still 
going strong as a search 
committee comprised of 
Trustees, Staff, Ad- 
~ministrators, etc., has been 
meeting for about 3 months 
now reviewing applications 
_ which total about 65 people 
desiring the position. Out of 
that number, only 15 were 
considered. Eight of those 
applicants have been. in 
terviewed already. Plans 
have been made to interview 
10 possible candidates all 


together. 3 to 5 applicants . 


will be asked back for a 
second interview. There is 
no definite date for the 
decision of who the new 
President will be, however, 
the committee hopes to have 
a decision made by the 2nd 
semester. A few of the 
people applying for the 
position were women, 
however, none of them 
turned up in the final pool. 

Dr. Terry Cline, Acting 
President of B.C.C. said that 
he decided against the 
position himself for personal 
reasons. He did say, 
however, that, if the op 
portunity comes up again in 
the future, he might consider 
it. 

The President serves as 
the chief executive officer of 
the College charged by the 
trustees with the respor 
sibility for providing general 
educational leadership and 
for promoting the 
educational effectiveness of 
the institution in all it’s 
aspects. 

He recommends policy to 
the Trustees, County and-or’ 
State University of New 
York Central Administration 


and implements locally the 
policies of the Board of 
Trustees of the College, and 
the County, also SUNY. 

He directs current and 
long-ranged planning 
related to institutional goals, 
academic programs, 
teaching approaches, in- 
stitutional research, public 
service, enrollment 
projections, and physical 
plant development. 

He assures the develop- 
meht and maintenance of 
appropriate administrative 
organization and policy- 
making structure for the 
most efficient and effective 
utilization of campus 
resources. 

He supervises the ad- 
ministration of collective 
bargaining agreements. 


He directs the 
preparation, presentation 
and. administration of the 
financial budget and the 
development and main- 
tenance of the facilities and 
equipment necessary for the 
support of the campus’ 
functions. 


He is. involved . in 
significant community 
services. 


He maintains daily 
working relationships with 
the College’s Board of 
Trustees, the County, 
SUNY’s Central Ad- 
ministration, other cam- 
puses of the SUNY system, 
other public and private

When these studies are 
completed, the sub- 
committees meet and 
compile their results into one 
- large report. This report is 
then-submitted to a Middle 
States Accreditation team 
comprised of the Trustees 
and Staff, etc., representing 
‘colleges outside New York 
state. 


“The Campus is in very 
good shape,”’ says Dr. Cline, 
“and we fully expect for 
there to be a smooth tran- 
sition for the new 
President.”’
